The original claims 1-10, 12 and newly added claims 14-32 are pending in this 
application. Claims 11,13 have been cancelled. 

Claims 8, 10, 12 stand withdrawn from consideration, being drawn to the non- 
elected subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, because of a lack 
of antecedent basis. Claim 14 is written to depend on claim 3. However, it is not clear 
that claim 14 reads on claim 3, though it clearly reads on claim 4. Applicant is advised 
to correct the claim language. The Examiner suggests claim 14 should be written to 
depend on claim 4 or to clarify the description of the cyclohexane A^ structure in claim 
3, so that it clearly reads on the structure depicted in claim 14.

Claims 7, 19, 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102b as being anticipated by 
Vachy et al. (US 5,487,893). Vachy et al. teaches the following compound, ternied

the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claims 1-6, 9, 15-18, 24-32 are allowed over the prior art of record.
